ABSTRACT 

This document reports the trends in participation in 
adult basic education and secondary education programs from 1968 
through 1985 in li charts and 8 tables. It also summarizes trends for 
the 18 years of that period and for program year 1985. According to 
the summarii^s, during fiscal years 1968 through 1985, more than 27 
million persons received training under the Adult Education Act. 
Enrollments in the last 3 years were noticeably higher than in the 
preceding 3 years; more than 29 percent of the total number of 
participants for the period ei "oiled during 1983-85. Women 
consistently were the majority of those served by adult basic 
education programs, with enrollments reaching the highest level of 
male participation in 1985. Total annual spending increased from $40 
million in 1968 to $325 million in 1985 — an increase of 160 percent 
in constant 1985 dollars. During this 18-year period, the federal 
share increased 5 percent in constant dollars, while the state and 
local share increased 656 percent. Since 1976 the federal share has 
decreased 13 percent and che state/local share has increased 221 
percent in constant dollars. In program year 1985, adult education 
programs funded under the Adult Education Act served more than 2.8 
million persons, an increase of almost 11 percent over the previous 
year. Four states account for 64 percent of the enrollment: 
California, Florida, Texas, and New York. Women continued to make up 
more than half of the enrollment. The two largest age groups in 1985 
were 16-24 and 25-44. Approximately 31 percent of those enrolled left 
before completion. In 1985, more than 65,000 persons were employed in 
adult basic or secondary education; most were part time or 
volunteers. (KC)

INTRODUCTION 



The adult basic and secondary education 
prpgraii administered by the U.S. 
Department of Educ2)||ion was established 
under thr Adult Education Act of 1^66 
CP.L. 91-230). This program offers to 
persons 16 years of age and older the 
opportunity to overcome English-Language 
difficulties and attain reading, writing, 
and' computational skills through "the 
12-th grade level of competence. The 
program also offers students the 
opportunity to acquire a high school 
diploma. 

Each of the 50 States, the District of 
Columbia, Puerto Rico and 5 outlying 
areas (American Samao, Guam, Northern 
Mariana 'Islands, Puerto Rico, the Trust 
Territory of the Pacific Islands, and the 
Virgin Islands) has established programs, 
funded inpart by the Department- of 
Education. 

This report is composed of a short 
summary of fiscal years 1968 through 
1985 and a more detailed section on 
program year 1985 statistics (July 1, 19^54 
June 30, 1983). Most of the data were 
completed from program reports submitted 
by each State or other area. 

The activity which is the subject of 
this report was suppor!:ed in whole or in 
part by the Division of Adult Education, 
U.S. Department of Education. However, 
the opinions expressed herein do not 
necessarily reflect the position or 
policy of the Department and no official 
endorsement, should be inferred.

SUMMAM; fiscal .years 1967 THROUGH 1985 



During fiscal years 1968 through 1985, over 27 
million persons received training under the 
Adult Education Act (chart 1 "and table 1). 
Enrollments in the last 3 years were 
noticeably higher than in the preceeding 3. 
with over 29 percent of the total participants 
for the period enrolled during 1983-85 • 

Women consistently constitutnad the majority of 
those served by adult basic education 
programs, with enrollments reaching the 
highest level of male participation in 1985. 

Total annual spending increased from ?40 
million in 1968 to. $325 million in 1985— an 
increase of 160 percent in constant -1985 
dollars (chart 2). During this eighteen year 
period the Federal share increased 5 percent 
■in "constant dollars, while the State and local 
share increased 656 percent. Since 1976 the 
Federal share, has decreased 13 percent and the 
State/local share has increased 221 percent in 
constant dollars (charts 3 and 4),

PARTICIPATION 



In. program year 1985, adult education 
programs funded under P.L. 91-230 served 
over .^'•8 million persons, an increase of' 
more than 10.8 percent over the 2,596.500 
paiTticipating in program year 1984 
(table 1). Several States account for a 
high percentage of the enrollment. These 
include California with 1,034,600, 
Florida with 540,394, Texas with 169,878, 
and Nw York with 103,635 enrollees. 
These fouc states enrolled over 64 
percent of all participants in 1985 
(table 2). 



SEX 

As iii past years, women constituted more 
than half (52 percent) of the adult basic 
and secondary education participants. 
Table 2 shows their participation by 
State, which ranged from a high of 67 
percent in Hawaii tp a low of 39 percent 
in the Northern Mariana Islands. 

In 1985, nearly 1.5 million women and 
over 1.3 million men took one or more 
courses in adult education.

Race/ethnlcity 

Minority -group' members have been a particular target of the adult basic 
education program. Details on enrollment by the five race/ethnic 
categories are shown in charts 6, 7, and 8. .In chart 6, the number of 
participants is shown for program year 1985* Charts 7 and 8 provide the 
relative participation rates for adult basic (level 1) and adult secondary 
education (.level 2). In both levels the largest number of participants 
are Whites & 729,313 in level 1 and 333,233 in level 2). The educati9nal- 
functioning le\-.i of participants is summarized below by race/ethnicity.

COMPLETION/SEPARATIONS 

A total of 51i,U44 persons, or 31 percent of Chose enrolled in forcy-three 
States reporting attrition data, left adult basic and secondary education 
programs before completion. Table 5 presents the reasons for leaving 
cited by participants. Excluding the undefined "other" category, the three 
iargesc categories were "met personal objective" (4U, lo8) , "lack of 
interest" (4b, 48b), "family problems" (24,079). These categories include 
persons likely to have benefited from programs even though chey failed to 
complete them. Chart 9 summarizes the number of paccicipants cpmpleting 
their program objectives in 1985 and the number who left prior to 
completion of their objectives.

Table 6 shows participants' sducational progress after entering adult 
basic and secondary education progran.. The data indicate that of hose 
narticioants for whom educational achievement was provided, J'L^O' 
obtainer n fdult high school diploma. 202,934 passed the General 
EduSJional Development (GEO) test, and bu,0U4 enrolled in other 
education" or training. Just under 400,000 participants reported improving 
blsic reading, wriLng and ^th skills after enrollment in level 1 
programs. 

Sharp variations by " State are notedi depending "P?" ^'^^^^^^ 
involved-reflecting, no doubt, the particular .emphasis of the State. Over 
onl-half of the 5i,887 participants who received an adult high school 
diplo^ caL f^om Alaska, ^California, Connecticut, Florida, New Jersey and 
Texas. Similarly, CaJlfornia, Florida and Texas reported high numbers of 
JSi ipants passing th. GED test, while Delaware Nevada and South Dako a 
Showed low totals. Te:cas, New York, North Carolina Ohio S^uth 
Carolina reported r.ilativeiy high numbers of participants enrolling 
il '-oZr education- or training programs. North Carolina, Michigan and 
Texas indicated large --.ambers of participants improving basic skills. 

Table 7 shows the number c£ participants who, as a result of the programs 
in which they had enrolled, registered to vote for the first time, 
obtained U.S. citizenship, learned the English language, on improved basic 
skills for increasing self-confidence or personal satisfaction. 

EHPLOYMENT STATUS 

Table B shows that of those participants for whom employment inforraation 
was provided, 36 percent were employed,, 47 percent unemployed, and 17 
percent on public welfare roils. 

A total of ts5,780 persons obtained employment ' after participating in 
adult education programs, and 18,318 were removed from welfare rolls. 
Among those already employed, 47,113 were able to obtain better jobs or 
receive a salary increase.

A total of 0^,52^ 
persons were employed. 
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Chart 10 shows" that teachers end paJta-^jrofessionals make up over 90 
percent of the adult education workforce. Chart 11 shows that teachers 
comprise over 80 percent bf part-tima and Sb- percent of full-time 
personnel, " and 46 percent -of' the volunteers in- the program. Personnel 
data for 1985 are suamarized below:
